Capt, Huifey, arrived at this port on Saturday evening, 
from Port-Republican, informs, that the febr, Mechanic, 
Renny, of Middle:own, was in St. Marks at the burning 
of that place by the negroes, and was taken pofleffion of by 
the French, but delivered up to the Capt on demand, af- 
ter being pillaged of every thing. Capt R. affered him 
that the bng Phoebe and Polly, of Wilmington, Guyer, 
{laft from Jamaica) was lying in the harbor of St. Marks, 
and that Capt. Guyer, afier being robbed of his money, 
was, with lus crew, murdered upon the mountains by the 
Hegroes. 

Cap. Haffey further informs, that five days previous 
his leaving Port Republican, a frigate arrived at St, Marks 
with 240 foldiers wounded in a baule between the whites 
and negrors who were pofted at Mount Punot, ina fort ex. 
tremely well fortified, from whence it is thought it will 
coitt much biloodhhed to diflodge them. An 
officer who commanded a company of whites in the 
eogagement, informed him that 40 officers were wounded, 
amonght whom weie Generals Boudet and Duqua, and 
moft of his tiaff officers ; that Gen Leclerc had his fath 
fhot through ; that after four hours well direAed fire on 
both fides they were obliged to retreat. Some of the offi- 
cers informed that in paffing 2 plece called Venet, they 
were obliged to march through a fwamp, in which they 
counted upwards of 400 bodies of white inhabitants who 
had been murdered by the negroes ; that on their arrival 
near the fort, they faw a number of their own foldiers ta- 
kea*prifoners ; and that, gaining 00 the blacks, they would 
have retaken them, bat the latte: maffacred the whole and 
retreated into the fort, Touffaint was not there in perfon ;
